Mfhal Must Land Owners Do To 
ualify For Watershed Treatment 


By Hutch M. O’Brien Seety. Rush 
Crek Watershed Association 


interested in obtainin gsuch a pro- 
1: You must be informed and 
Ject. With 75 applications from 
ms many diforent watersheds over t 
TexiLSr- -and Inquiries made from . 
•ome 800 watersheds 
over 
thei 
nation scarcely a month follow­ 
ing enactment of our watershed 
—one of the prime requisites 
in establishing priority must be 
the informed, active interest of 
the landowners themselves. 
2: There must be a minimum 
t>f 50% soil conservation on the 
ground. We feel we have that min­ 
imum already on the ground in 
sopie areas of our watershed, more 
•nd less in others. A survey would 


show how we stand on this re­ 
quirement. 
3: It must be determined that 
benefits will exceed costs. We be- 
licve the results of an economic 
survey will show- a wide spread 
between dollars expended and dol­ 
lars returned on our watershed. 
The landowner can assist in giv­ 
ing facts and figures when such a 
survey is made. 
4: In times of prolonged drouths 
and falling prices, the following 
questions might be in all our 
Tnmds. and the answers given to 
these questions are from opinions 
gleaned from the Watershed Law 
and from all responsible sources 
I have contacted. 
* 11 Is this to be a "give-away” 


| program? 
j 
Definitely no. The landowner 
assumes as his share of the costs 
the land treatment itself: such as 
j terraces, sodded waterways, strip 
| cropping and the like, most of 
which we hope has already been 
done and will be accredited as 
the pro-rata landow'ners share of 
costs. 
| 
<2> You mean if this soil con- 
j servation thats needed hasn’t been 
.done the landowner has to get 
I busy and do it? 
I 
No, he does not have to, any 
more than he does at present.. If a 
survey shows such certain land 
treatment necessary to protect a 
planned structure, until such in­ 
dicated land treatment is accomp­ 
lished the structure will not be 
j built. 
t 
<3> Suppose it should develop 
j that such measures are neces- 
¡sary on my farm—what if I’m 
j not financially able to do these 
I things? 
The P. M. A. program of cost- 


sharing wll apply to recommended 
land treatment not to exceed 50% 
of costs I believe, and any banker 
who believes it will rain again 
will lend you the rest. (Check 
with Anthony, Chilton. Bumpas, 
I oon, Williams, or your favorite 
lending agency for substantiation 
of this statement.) 
I 
(4) What about the structures— 
the dams 
themselves—I 
under­ 
stand they may cost some $40,000 
per structure—will I as a land­ 
owner be required to pay a part of 
* that? 
No. Your responsibiliy in re­ 
gard to costs, if our interpretation 
is correct, extends solely to land 
• treatment, maintenance and ease- 
! ments. 
(5) Now wait a minute, O'Brien, 
what about this ‘easement’ thing— 
you mean if I don’t want a dam 
I built on my farm the govem-3 
ment will condemn the land and 
build it anyhow? 
No. The bill rightfully does nat 
provide for 
any 
condemnation 
procedure. If you do not want a 


dam on your place, the farmer 
who lives above or below you on 
the .same watercourse will prob­ 
ably Jump at the chance to get 
whatever you don’t want. And in 
case we refuse to give easements 
where needed there are 75 othr 
watersheds waiting to 
pick 
up 
where we fall down. 
(6) What if I give the easement 
and then decide I don’t want the 
dam after its built? 
I imagine all you’ll need in that 
case would be a stick of dynamite 
and $40,000 
dollars. But if you 
should decide you preferred the 
dam after all, then the fish are 
yours—and the government put 
them there at no cost to you—and 
the irigation water from the re­ 
serve pool should you care to use 
it. 
In conclusion, if you don’t like 
the answers I’ve given to these 
questions, ask somebody else the 
questions—learn the facts about 
this watershed program and tell 
your neighbor.
